Louis L. Harmon Jr., brother of 
Tom, said the family’s last letter 
‘from Harmon arrived last week 
and was dated October 30. He 
said Lieutenant Harmon indicated 
_ he expected to return to this coun- 
try soon on leave. 

The brother said the second re- 
port that Lieutenant Harmon was 
missing was a serious blow to the 
family, although relatives of the 
fiver were hopeful he would again 
come terough | his adventure safely.

The War Labor Board was report-

oth Sweeps Valley

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, ALGIERS, Nov. 4.—(AP)— 
Striking boldly in predawn darkness, British and Canadian 
troops of Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s Eighth Army cap- 
tured the vital road junction of Isernia at the central hinge 
of the German line early today as the enemy reeled back in 
almost every sector of the Italian front. 


On the Fifth Army Tront near ¢- 


the Mediterranean coast beaten 
Nazi troops streamed across the 
14-mile-wide Garigliano valley to- 
ward their next refuge in the 
Aurunci mountain range, closely 
pursued under clearing skies by 
British and American’ forces that 
knocked them from their elabor- 
ate positions on .Massico ridge 
and San Crouce mountain in bit- 
ter fighting yesterday. 

The improved weather enabled 
Lieutenant General Mark WwW. 
Clark to rush quantities of tanks 
and heavy artillery into the 
pounding pursuit of the Germans 
along the two main highways to 
Rome, less than 85 miles away. 

With the capture of Isernia the 
whole German defense system in 
the mountainous center of the 
fighting front was threatened. 
The fall of the big road junction 
to Montgomery’s troops at 3 a. m. 
after a swift seven-mile advance 
and smashing night attack brought 
the Eighth Army to within 90 
miles of the Italian capital. Loss 
of the city deprived the Germans 
of the only good lateral road be- 
tween the two wings of their 
line. 

Demolitions. 

The enemy’s flight across the 
Garigliano valley was being car- 
ried out under the protection of 
the most extensive demolitions 
and mine fields yet left in the 
path of the Allies’ inexorable ad- 
vance. 

At the end of yesterday’s fight- 
ing, Clark’s troops had clawed 
their way beyond the town of 
Sessa Aurunca, which is on the 
main coastal road (the Appian 
way), only about four miles from 
the Garigliano river. 
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Scores of towns and villages 
were swept up as the Fifth Army 
dug out gains of from five to eight 
miles along a 40-mile front. In 
addition to Sessa Aurunca, Clark’s 
forces took Roccamofina, at the 
foot of San Croce mountain, and 
Presenzano, only seven miles 
south of Venafro, one of the en- 
emy’s main central bastions. 


A savage battle was reported 
raging around the railway station 
of San Salvo at the Adriatic end 
of the front, where the Eighth 
Army gained its original bridge- 
head across the Trigno river, The 
Germans threw at least 20 tanks 
into furious counterattacks, but at 
the end of a day of bloody fight- 
ing Montgomery’s men were re- 
ported to have driven them back, 
gained some new ground and 
taken prisoners. 

11 More Towns. 

Inland the Eighth Army pressed 
through 11 more towns and vil- 
lages, including Roceamandolfi, 
six miles west of Bojano, and Cas- 
telpetroso, in its drive on Isernia. 

The sudden, dramatic smashing 
of the Massico line, which the en- 
emy had for six busy weeks been 
transforming into what he hoped 
was an impregnable barrier, has 
enabled the Fifth Army to start a 
new drive with terrific momentum 
while the Germans still are falling 
back to their new defenses based 
on the Aurunci mountain range. 

The Aurunci line toward which 
the Nazis were fleeing under in- 
tense pressure today presents an 
unbroken front of mountainous 
terrain. American forces are only 
five miles from Mignano on the 
Via Casilina.

LONDON. Friday, Nov. 5.—(AP)—Germany has suffered 
2,700,000 casualties, nearly 1,000,000 of them killed and cap- 
tured, during four months of a still-rolling Red army offen- 
sive which threatens to hurl the Nazi army out of Russia this 
winter, a special Moscow announcement disclosed last night. 


Since July 5 when the Germans? 


“failed disgracefully” in their own 
brief offensive in the Orel-Kursk- 
Belgorod salient, the Russians have 
killed 900,000 Germans and cap- 
tured 98,000, half of them wound- 
ed, said the special war review. 

The review, broadcast by Mos- 
cow and recorded by the Soviet 
monitor, was repeated three times 
by the radio and followed by an 
“Ode to Stalin,” the premier-mar- 
shal of the Soviet Union, sung by 
the Red army choir. 

Stupendous Figure. 


On the basis of previous official 
Moscow reviews, the Germans 
have suffered 9,100,000 casualties 
since they began the most sangui- 
nary war in history with the inva- 
sion of Russia since June 22, 1941. 


Just before this triumphant an- 
nouncement the regular daily com- 
munigue announced that Red 
armies had swept up to the lower 
Dneiper river opposite Kherson, 
the Black sea port on the west 
bank near the river’s mouth, had 
captured the west bank highway 
town of Dimer, only 20 miles north 
of the Ukraine capital at Kiev, and 
reached a point only 54 miles from 
the Latvian border in a renewed 
drive from the Nevel sector on the 
north central front. 

Berlin broadcasts recorded by 
the Associated Press also disclosed 
that fresh Russian shock troops 
had landed on three-day-old bridge- 
heads near Kerch, at the eastern 
tip of the Crimea, which already 
had been sealed off on the north 
by General Feodor Tolbukhin’s 
victorious steppe armies clearing 
the Nogaisk steppes. 

Broad Barrier. 

General Tolbukhin’s forces were 
preparing to hurdle that broad 
barrier to link up with two other 
Russian armies tightening the sack 
on tens of thousands of Germans 
fighting between Krivoi Rog and 
Dnepropetrovsk, inside the river's 
big bend. 

The Russians swept up 30 more 
towns in their final clean-up of the 
steppes between the bend and the 
Crimea, including. Aleshaki, just 
across the.river from Kherson. At 
this point the Russians were only 
120 miles from the old Rumanian 
border. 

Seventy localities were taken in 
the Nevel sector, including Novok- 
hovansk, 11 miles southwest of 
Nevel and 54 miles from the Lat- 
vian border. The Russians were 
headed for the railway city of Po- 
lotsk, and were outflanking Vi- 
tebsk, 50 miles to the southeast. 


With Soviet fighter planes al- 
ready within easy range of the 
Rumanian, Polish and Baltic state 
borders, the special Moscow re- 
view gave these figures of German 
material losses since July 5:

In addition, the Russians de- 
stroyed or captured 60,500 trucks, 
900 tractors, 2,500 motorcycles, 
13,000 ammunition wagons, 4,000 
freight cars, 300 locomotives, 2,000 
various supply dumps, 7,759,000 
shells, 3,600,000 various mines, and 
300,000 air bombs, and other 
booty. 

Hurling the Germans back as 
much as 270 miles the Russians re- 
gained 135,000 square miles of ter- 
ritory, captured 38,000 localities of 
which 162 were important towns, 
“and liberated millions of Soviet 
people from Fascist slavery.” 


Recaptured Land. 


The recaptured territory which 
included great stretches of rich 
Ukraine farm lands and the pro- 
digious mineral resources of the 
Donets Basin “considerably in- 
creases the economic resources of 
the Soviet Union and still further 
strengthens the power of the Red 
army,” the special announcement 
said. , 

The Red army’s power from the 
beginning had been undepzestimat- 
ed by the Germans, Moscow said, 
as soon it became’ evident when 
the Nazi high command launched 
its brief offensive on July 5 in the 
Orel-Kursk and Kursk-Belgorod 
sectors. 

The German enemy had hoped 
to break through and annihilate 
huge Russian forces there, “and 
thus to decide the war in his fa- 
vor” by gaining a springboard for 
another leap at Moscow, the an- 
nouncement said. 

“The results of the summer bat- 
tles showed that this new German 
strategic plan was based on an 
unreal estimation of the relation 
of forces, was adventurous from 
beginning to end, and failed dis- 
gracefully.”

The first lady revealed today 
that the incident occurred when 
she visited Guadalcanal in the 
Solomons on her recent tour of 
the Pacific. 

Soldiers on the island hadn’t 
seen a woman in months and 
when, from a distance, a truckload 
of service men spotted Mrs. Roose- 
velt in her Red Cross uniform, 
she wasn’t the first lady, wife of 
their commander in chief. She 
was just someone in a skirt. 

“After all,” Mrs. Roosevelt said. 
“I am rather middle-aged. I be- 
lieve all they saw was a woman.” 

“The record of saving the 
wounded in hospitals,” she said, 
“is really amazing. One Navy hos- 
pital in New Zealand has had 23,- 
000 men go through it in the 11 
months since it has been opened, 
and there have been only 18 
deaths in the hospital.”

Japs Used Gas 
Along Yangtze

CHUNGKING, Nov. 4—The 
Chinese high command said to- 
night that Japanese poison gas 
squads inflicted “considerable cas- 
ualties” on Chinese soldiers bat- 
tling a new seven-column enemy 
drive in the rice bowl area of the 
middle Yangtze river. 

American Mitchell bombers yes- 
terday attacked three Japanese 
springboard bases at Owchihkow, 
Hwajung, and Shihshow in that 
area. 

One Japanese column attacking 
toward Kungan, west of Tungting 
lake below the Yangtze, resorted 
to gas after colliding with a Chi- 
nese unit and suffering severe 
losses, the high command said. The 
action eccurred near Nanhsien, 70 
miles south of Shasi. 

The United States and Britain 
have warned they would retaliate 
against any Axis power using poi- 
son gas. 

Waves of Japanese planes were 
reported bombing Chinese posi- 
tions to cover the enemy thrust in 
the same area where the Japanese 


were thrown back with heavy 
losses earlier this year. The im- 
mediate Japanese goal appeared to 
be Kungan, strategically important 
road center northwest of Tunting 
lake. A communique said the en- 
emy had been checked in that sec- 
tor, and half of one surrounded 
group was wiped out. 

The U. S. bombers escorted by 
fighters started fires at the three 
Japanese bases between Tungting 
lake and the Yangtze, fighters of 
the 14th Air Force also sprayed 
fragmentation bombs on the ene 
my’s Lashio airdrome in Burma 
during Wednesday’s operations, a 
communique said. No American 
planes were lost. 

An announcement by Major

Grady Refuses 
Its Facilities 
To Oglethorpe 


By a vote of 4 to 3, the board of 
trustees of Grady hospital has de- 
cided not to admit students of the 
medical school of Oglethorpe Uni- 
versity to the clinical facilities 
the city managed institution. 

Following a special meetng of 
the trustees last night, the board 
issued the following statement: 

“After very thorough and 
thoughtful consideration of the 
application of the medical school 
of Oglethorpe University—extend- 
ing over a period of several 
months and after many hearings 
—it was decided by a majority of 
the board that the best interests 
of the Grady Memorial hospital 
and its patients will not be served 
by admission of the students of 
Oglethorpe University medical 
school to the hospital’s clinical 
facilities.” 

The vote: for, Kendall Weisiger, 
J. Allen Couch and William Van 
Houten; against, Edwin Haas, Carl 
Milner, Joseph Hirsch and Mayor 
Hartsfield. Chairman Thomas K. 
Glenn did not vote. 

Oglethorpe had requested that 
its medical students be given per- 
mission to use the facilities of the 
white clinics and wards, which at 
present are being used by students 
of Emory University. 

Weisiger said the proposal was 
not “impractical” but would have 
to be carefully planned and exe- 
cuted. 

On the other hand, Hospital Su- 
perintendent Frank Wilson read a

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Naval Guns Blast 
Jap Sortie on Bay

ADVANCED SOUTH PACIFIC ALLIED HEADQUAR- 
TERS, Nov. 4.—(AP)—American warships battling Japanese 
forces on even fe}ms in a black night smashed a Nipponese 


attempt to enter Empress Augusta bay, on the west coast 
of Bougainville Island, where U. S. Marines have solidly 


established a beachhead. 

After an hour's dueling at 
maximum range, in which enemy 
gunners “shot damn well” in the 
brilliance of flares and bursting 
shells, the Japanese retired into 
the Solomon sea. Their losses, ra- 
dio Tokyo said in a broadcast in- 
tercepted here, were a cruiser and 
two destroyers. 

But in the view of American 
Navy men who participated in the 
engagement, fought early Tues- 
day, this admission was “certainly 
conservative.” All of Admiral 
William F. Halsey’s ships return- 
ed to their base, some having sus- 
tained slight damage. 

Graphic Story. 

A graphic story of this enemy 
effort to interfere with the Allied 
campaign to throw the Japs out 
of the last of the Solomons was 
related to correspondents by the 
task force commander. His name 
is withheld for security reasons. 

The commander gave this ac- 
count: 

“It was a helluva black night 
and raining heavily when we fifst 
contacted the enemy at 2:27 a. m., 
November 2, about 30 miles off 
Torokina Point which is the en- 
trance to the harbor where our 
Marines landed at dawn Monday. 

“Previous reconnaissance show- 
ed 12 enemy ships approaching 
from the northwest. 

“We opened fire on the enemy 
first about 2:40 and they returned 
the fire almost immediately. They 
sent up planes which dropped 
flares off to the side to silhouette 
us. They had splendid illumina- 
tion from their bright white 
flares, which lighted up _ the 
whole scene as soon as they drop- 
ed frough the overcast. 

Vague Night Actions. 

“You understand that in these 
night actions everything is as 
Vague as can be, and from cruis- 
ers fighting at long range it is im- 
possible to tell exactly what is go- 
ing on. We have to reconstruct it 
in conferences later, and we have 
not yet had time to do this. 

“We exchange fire without a 
break for an hour and ten min- 
utes until the enemy started to 
withdraw. This action moved 
slowly about ten miles westward 
into the Solomons sea. 

“Then we pursued the enemy 
ships an hour longer until after 
5 a. m., while they were retreat- 
ing about 20 more miles into the 
Solomon Sea toward St. George 
channel] between New Britain and 
New (Ireland. 

“The last Jap destroyer sunk 
went down at 5:40 after burning. 

“In the darkness we couldn’t 
see the enemy clearly, only the 
flashes of their guns and our hits, 
though they could see us in the 
light of their flares, except when

our smokescreens concealed us. 
Although for once we met with 
virtually equal force and_ they for 
once lacked the superioMty they 
have had in past engagements, 
they still probably had greater 
fire power. Their destroyers had 
about the same fire power as ours. 

“Most of the planes dive-bombed 
us but there were some medium 
bombers up above. They didn’t 
do any damage and we shot down 
many. The attackers left after 
ten minutes.” 

Additional information came 
from another witness, Lieutenant 
Commander Ben Franklin, of 
Lawrenceburg, Ky. He said: 

“From our cruiser I could see 
the brilliant flashes of our hits. 
Complete darkness would be 
broken by a huge flash, as though 
someone had lit up a box of 
matches. Evidently these were 
explosive hits on ammunition. I 
saw several of these. 


Japs Smashed 
In Naval Battle 


SOUTHWEST PACIFIC AL- 
LIED HEADQUARTERS, Friday, 


| Nov. 5—(#)—A Japanese cruiser 


and four destroyers were sunk in 
the Navy battle of American and 
Japanese warships near the Al- 


lies’ Bougainville beachhead, it 
was announced officially today. 

Radio Tokyo previously had 
conceded the loss of a cruiser and 
two destroyers in the battle fought 
Tuesday morning. 

The battle, which lasted more 
than two hours, occurred when 
enemy units were _ intercepted 
heading toward the Empress Au- 
gusta bay sector on Bougainville’s 
west coast where American Ma- 
rines landed the day before. 

Two other Japanese cruisers 
and destroyers were hit. No Al- 
lied vessels were lost in the naval 
fight. 

The Japanese force, believed to 
consist of four cruisers and eight 
destroyers, was met 40 miles from 
Empress Augusta. The _ intense 
phase of the action lasted 90 min- 
utes but South Pacific headquar- 
ters said the time of the fight and 
the subsequent pursuit of the flee- 
ing enemy amounted to more than 
two hours. 

The fight against an estimated 
200 Japanese there terminated 
Wednesday, exactly a week after 
the invasion opened. 

Adding to the Japanese losses 
later on the same day of the naval 
fight were three destroyers sunk 
and two heavy cruisers damaged 
by MacArthur’s bombers during a 
heavy raid on shipping at Rabaul. 

The Navy battle was fought in 
darkness and Cure rain squalls.

Taking part in the raid on 
Rabaul—mighty Japanese naval 
base in New Britain—which sank 
some 50,000 tons of enemy ship- 
ping Tuesday, according to re- 
ports from Southwest Pacific 
headquarters, was Captain Alban 
B. Hailey, formerly a reporter for 
The Atlanta Constitution. 

A P-38 pilot, Hailey was offi- 
cially credited with downing one 
out of four Jap Zeros that he en- 
countered in escorting the bomb- 
ers over the target. Other Allied 
fliers accounted for 66 Jap planes, 
against only 19 Allied planes lost. 


A native of Athens, Ga., Hailey 
covered the Fulton county court- 
house news for The Constitution 
for a year and a half before ac- 
cepting a job on the Washington 
(D. C.) Post several years ago, 

Also credited with shooting 
down Jap planes this week were 
Lieutenant Howard A. Hedrick, 
listed as an Atlantan, who now 
qualifies as an ace, the intercep- 
tor he destroyed at Rabaul being 
his fifth Jap plane, and Lieuten- 
ant Jack Barker, of 658 Wildwood 
circle, who took part in a dog 
fight near the American beach- 
head at Bougainville Monday.

Subs Add Ten 
Jap Freighters 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—(4)— 
American submarines operating in 
ever-increasing numbers to break 
Japanese supply lines in the Pa- 
cific, have sunk 10 more enemy 
merchantmer, running their total 
bag to a definite 339. 

A communique listed the 10 by 
types today and reported the dam- 
aging of three others. This was 
only five days after the last simi- 
lar report on submarine war Da- 
trols. 

Never before have such reports 
come at intervals shorter than 
about two weeks. 

The latest toll :brought to 487 
the number of Japanese ships an- 
nounced as destroyed, probably 
sunk or damaged by American 
submarines. The totals include 
339 ships sent to the bottom, 36 
probably sunk, and 112 damaged. 

All of the Japanese vessels in 
the latest totals are of the types 
badly needed to keep enemy bases 
supplied and in — They 
include six freighters, possibly 
loaded with vitally needed sup- 
plies, and two tankers which 
might have been carrying fuel for 
enemy planes and ships. 

In addition, the Japanese ships 
sent down by American torpedoes 
included one large cargo-transport 
which could have been carrying 
enemy troops and a patrol craft. 
Two freighters and a tanker were 
listed as damaged. 

A naval reconnaissance plane 
operating 750 miles northeast of 
Guadalcanal accounted for an- 
other enemy ship. It attacked and 
sank a 1,000-ton enemy freighter 
30 miles southwest of Ocean is- 
land despite antiaircraft opposi- 
tion. The Navy said the plane 
was damaged and that a number 
of men in her crew were wound- 
ed. The plane returned to its base, 
however, after the attack early in 
the afternoon of Monday, South 
Paeific time.

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King Emanuele Said 


Seeking Sforza Truce 


; By WES GALLAGHER. 

SOMEWHERE IN SOUTHERN ITALY, Nov. 4.—(AP)— 
With the Italian throne in peril, King Vittorio Emanuele was 
reported today to have sought a truce with Count Carlo 
Sforza through which the anti-Fascist leader would be asked 
to form a government for Italy. 


The King himself has made a 
long and difficult motor trip to 
Naples, heavily guarded but incog- 
nito, to meet Sforza and other 


leading opponents of thg monarchy 
in what is believed to be a last 
desperate effort to extend his 43- 
year reign. 


The journey became necessary 


after Sforza, former Italian foreign 
minister, upon his arrival recently 
from exile in the United States, 
had refused to see the King in 
Brindisi. 

An unimpeachable source said 
Sforza had snubbed the King at 
Brindisi with the excuse that he 
had arranged to depart immediate- 
ly for Naples. There Sforza has 
been conferring with Benedetto 
Croce, noted nhilosopher, and 
leader of Italy’s six anti-Fascist 
political parties. 

It was presumably to talk with 
this group and arrive at some so- 
lution for unity in a new Italian 
government that the little, aged 
ruler secretly left his seat of gov- 
ernment in southern Italy.

The per pupil operating costs of 
the Georgia Training School for 
Mental Defectives at Gracewood, 
the School for the Deaf at Cave 
Spring, and the Academy for the 
Blind at Macon showed an in- 
crease for the past fiscal year, ac- 
cording to State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher Jr. — 

Per capita costs of os 
Gracewood was $210, as compare 
with $185 in 1941. Total operating 
costs increased from $71,892 in 
1941] to $90,508 in 1942 and to $92,- 
523 this year. The enrollment is 
440 as compared with 444 last year, 
and 390 in 1941. There are 38 em- 
ployes, two more than in 1941. 
Gracewood ended the year with 
a cash surplus of $96 after setting 
aside a reserve of $2,527 to cover 
outstanding accounts payable, and 
reserving $5,000 to replace the 
boys’ dormitory destroyed by fire. 
Per capita costs at Cave Spring 
increased from $397 in 1941 to 
$421 this year. With an enrollment 
of 261, the school spent $110,041. 
Per capita costs at Macon in- 
creased from $302 to $368, having 
an enrollment of 117 with total 
expenditures this year of $41,566. 
The School for the Deaf had a 
surplus of $3,246, and the Academy 
for the Blind closed the year with 
a surplus of $923. 

All three schools are operated 
by the Department of Public Wel- 
fare.

OPA Tightens 


Pine Inspection 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—(4)— 
New regulations covering sales of 
southern pine lumber were order- 
ed today by the Office of Price 
Administration to end what the 
agency termed widespread eva- 
sions of price control within the 


industry. 
The OPA ordered tighter in- 
spection of southern pine ship- 


ments to prevent “upgrading.” 
This prevalent evasion consists in 
shipping lower-grade lumber as 
No. 1 grade, and collecting for the 
higher grade, the agency reported. 

Beginning November 15, the 
OPA decreed, shipments of all 
southern pine lumber which are 
not grade-marked by a qualified 
inspection agency, and which con- 
tain more than 30 per cent of No. 
1 common or higher grades, must 
be accompanied by inspection cer- 
tificates. 

The price agency said the nor- 
mal production of No. 1 and high- 
er grades runs between 5 per cent 
and 30 per cent of the total cut, 
depending on localify. Recent sur- 
veys indicate some mills have been 
invoicing run-of-the-log  ship- 
ments as containing 50 to 60 per 
cent No. 1 and better. 

Southern pine shipments unac- 
companied by inspection certifi- 
cates cannot be sold for more 
than the No. 2 ceiling price, the

Home in Bed, De Marigny Testifies 


Continued From First Page. 


to tell about his activities during 
the night of the slaying, July 7-8, 
that De Marigny made his big bid 
for freedom. _ 

He looked his questioner 
straight in the eyes, clasped his 
hand in a prayer-like gesture and 
launched into his account. There 
was a dinner party at his home 
July 7, he related, and he drove 
two guests to their homes near 
Westbourne about 1 a. m. 

“I drove back to the house,” he 
continued. 

“Straight home?” Higgs asked. 

“Yes, straight home.” 

He undressed and went to bed, 
he said, being awakened once by 
the noise of a fight between his 
dog and the cat “Grisou,” owned 
by the Marquis George de Visde- 
lou, who was living also at the 
Victoria street cottage. He said he 
asked his friend to take the cat 
out of his room. 


Arises Early. 


De Marigny saic he arose early 
the next morning and went to his 
chicken farm. He did not learn of 
Sir Harry’s death, he added, until 
he was hailed on a downtown 
street by Banker John H. Ander- 
son, who broke the news. 

“Are you kidding?” he said he 
asked Anderson in disbelief. 

De Marigny told of driving to 
Westbourne with Anderson. They 
stopped at the nearby cottage of 
Mr. and Mrs. Newell Kelly, and 
talked about the death. 

The accused man said he went 
alone to Westbourne, where he 
learned from the conversation that 
his father-in-law had been struck 
on the head and set afire.

But soon they were on 
the outs again, and the climax 
came when Sir Harry came to the 
De Marigny home at 4 a. m., 
threatened to “kick down the 
front door” and made his son, now 
Sir Sidney, leave with him. 

Newell Kelly, Sir Harry’s Nas- 
sau business manager, quoted De 
Marigny yesterday as threatening 
to kick his father-in-law, but the 
defendant said today he was 
“joking.”

Casualties in Mediterranean 


Favor Allies 6- 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—(?)— 
American Army casualties in the 
Mediterranean war zone from the 
initial landings Sn North Africa 
the night of last: November 7-8 
until October 29 totaled 31,126, 
Secretary of War Stimson report- 
ed today. 

Of this total, he said, 5,539 were 
killed, 17,621 were wounded, and 
7,966 missing, of whom most un- 
doubtedly are prisoners of the 
Germans. 

British losses in the same area 
during the same period have been 
somewhat higher, the Secretary 
said, and those of the French 
forces considerably smaller, the 
total American-British-Freneh cas- 
ualties since November 8 being 
slightly under 100,000. 

“Axis losses in this same area 
are estimated at 40,000 killed and 
90,000 -wounded,” Stimson said, 
“and the official count of Axis 
prisoners taken by the Allies in 
that year is 468,055. 

Ratie of Casualties. 

“This makes a total of Axis 
casualties of approximately 600,- 
000, or a ratio of about 6 to 1 in 
our favor.” 

Noting that the first anniver- 
sary of the invasion of North 
Africa is only a few days away, 
Stimson presented at his press 
conference this recapitulation of 
casualties and called the landings 
“a decisive episode,” which had 
been followed by the expulsion of 
the enemy from North Africa, the 
changing of the Mediterranean 
from a “no-man’s sea” to a safe 
route to the Orient for Allied 
shipping, the surrender of Italy 
and the possession of the Italian 
fleet. :

Kentucky Race 
Won by Willis 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 4.—(#) 
Virtually complete but unofficial 
reports on Tuesday's general elec- 
tion showed tonjght that Republi- 
cans were elected governor, lieu- 
tenant governor and to most of 
the other state offices in a sweep- 
ing upset. 

Simeon S. Willis, of Ashland, 
defeated J. Lyter Donaldson, of 
Carroliton, Democrat, to become 
Kentucky's sixth Republican gov- 
ernor next month and the first of 
his party to win the office since 
Fiem D. Sampson was elected in 
1927. 

Reports from all but nine of the 
state’s voting precincts gave Wil- 
lis, former appellate court judge, 
a margin of 8,067 over Donaldson, 
lawyer-banker and former state, 
highway commissioner. 

The vote was Willis 278,219 and 
Donaldson 270,152. 

These reports gave Kenneth H.| 
Tuggle. Republican, a close mar- 
gin of 804 votes over William Bi. | 
May, present Democratic commis- 
sioner of agriculture, for lieuten- | 
ant governor. 

Republicans seemed assured of 
victory in six out of nine state- 
wide contests but in most of them 
the margin of success was narrow. 

Republicans continued to gain 
strength in the Kentucky legisla- 
ture but the general assembly 
@gain will be predominantly Dem- 
ocratic. The Republicans had 36 
seats in the house, 11 more than 
they had last year. The Demo- 
crats had 49 seats and 15 contests 
were not completed. The Repub- 
licans had 11 senate seats, two 
more than they had last year. The 
Democrats had 21 senate places 
and six races were in doubt.

This hint, the broadest yet 
from any high Allied authority 
‘that United Nations arms may 
make a thrust into the Balkans, 
coincided with the summoning by 
Adolf Hitler of the Bulgarian pre- 
mier and foreign minister to the 
German Fuehrer’s headquarters, 
apparently for the purpose of de- 
manding more S3ulgarian divisions 
to police the turbulent southeast- 
ern front. 

It also coincided with the forth- 
coming meeting of the Turkish 
Foreign Minigter Numan ‘“Mene- 
mencioglu with Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden and Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull in Cairo. 

These events, with their im- 
mense implications for the Bal- 
kans, suggested that the time for 
important decisions by both the 
Allies and the Germans was at 
hand. 

Churchill’s disclosure that Al- 
lied liaison has been established 
with the Albanian patriots, whose 
country was seized in a Good Fri- 
day invasion in 1939 by Benito 
Mussolini’s Blackshirts, followed 
similar action in establishing mili- 
tary missions with the Yugoslavs 
and Greeks. 

The Yugoslav Partisans an- 
nounced a few days ago that they 
had been joined by the Albanians 
in border fighting in Montenegro. 

That the Germans have their 
hands full and are in need of Bul- 
garian divisions was apparent 
from the communique of Josip 
Broz (Drug Tito), who declared 
his red-starred Partisans had 
seized Priboj on the Lim river, 60 
miles southeast of Sarajevo, as 
distinguished from another town 
of the same name in the Morava 
valley. 

The communique said Partisans 
units also were holding firmly to 


'Varazdin near the Hungarian bor- 


der, nearby Ludpreg, Toplice, Novi 
Marof and Zlatar, all in the area 
between Zagreb and the Hunga- 
rian border and in th. midst of a 
network of railways and roads 
connecting ‘Budapest with north- 
ern Italy. 

Moreover Croat Partisans “are 
operating successfully over the 
Hungarian frontier” in the prov- 
ince of Medjmurye—a thin strip 
of territory between the Mura and 
Drava rivers occupied by the Hun- 
garians upon Yugoslavia’s col- 
lapse—and have destroyed the 
Zagreb-Varazdin - Toplice railway 
at several points, the communique 
declared.

Eden May Ask 
Turks for Air Bases 


LONDON, Nov. 4.—(4)—British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden, 
who arrived in Cairo today on his 
way home from signing the Mos- 
cow pact, will reassure the Turk- 
ish government on Russia’s aims 
in the Balkans and possibly may 
ask for Allied air bases in Turkey. 


The main purpose for a forth- 
coming meeting with Numan Men- 
emencioglu, Turkish foreign min- 
ister, is to set at rest Turkey’s 
long-standing apprehensions about 
Soviet influence and operations in 
the Black sea area and in the 
Balkans. 

This is expected to frustrate ef- 
fectively Germany’s hard-pressed 
propaganda campaign based on 
recent Soviet press criticism of 
Turkey’s neutrality, which some 
Russian newspapers have _ said 
helped the Axis more than it did 
the Allies. 

But the feeling has been ex- 
pressed in London that Eden also 
may use the Portuguese precedent 
to persuade Turkey to permit Al- 
lied air bases in that tountry, and 
there has been even some specula- 
tion that Turkey might enter the 
war on the side of the Allies,

Duesseldorf Bombed 


Into a 2d 


Hamburg

LONDON, Nov.. 4—(AP)—The RAF’s great night fleet 
poured 2,000 long tons of bombs into Duesseldorf in 27 min- 
utes last night with a record saturation attack capping a 
blazing 18 hours in which British and American bombers 
together rocked Nazi targets with a total of 4,000 tons of 
bombs, the greatest day-night tonnage in history. 


The Duesseldorf assault was de- 
scribed by the air ministry as 
“concentrated and effective,” and 
it left 4he Ruhr steel and arma- 
ment city second only to Hamburg 
as the most heavily bombed spot 
in the world. 

Bombs fell at the rate of 74 
tons awminute. The best previous 
discharge rate by the RAF was 51 
tons a minute in one of the raids 
on Hamburg. 

This raid and related attacks 
on Cologne and other Nazi targets 
came in trip-hammer fashion aft- 
er yesterday’s American daylight 
raid on Wilhelmshaven, in which 
a record of 1,000 planes partici- 
pated and 1,500 tons of bombs 
were dropped. 


The air ministry announced to- 


night that this operation and the 
loads dumped by the British ex- 
plosives carriers made up the 
4,000-ton record. 

At dusk tonight coastal observ- 
ers reported sighting waves of 
raiders flying out over the Eng- 
lish southeast coast toward the 
continent in a continuation cf 
these blows. The Berlin radio 
later said several places in west- 
ern Germany were hit. 

As Duesseldorf was hit a small 
secondary RAF force attacked the 
rail center of Cologne, 25 miles 
away. The Germans again pro- 
tested that the world-famous Co- 
logne cathedral had been dam- 
aged. Similar claims before have 
not been substantiated, and after 
the last. raid the German archi-

tect in charge of the cathedral 
said the damage was “relatively 
small.” 

The Cologne diversion coupled 
with the American daylight attack 
175 miles to the north on Wil- 
helmshaven a few hours previous- 
ly split the German aerial defense 
so effectively that losses were rela- 
tively small. From a force of pos- 
sibly 700 or more planes, the RAF 
lost 19 or less, a communique fig- 
ure of 19 embracing simultaneous 
Mosquito raids over western Ger- 
many, Intruder operations in 
France and mine laying. 


Losses in the last raid on Dues- 
seldorf, June 11, were 43. 

Duesseldorf is a city of 500,000 
which houses the great Rhein- 
metal iron works and the Verei- 
nighte steel works, one of Ger- 
many’s “big four” industrial out- 
fits. It is Germany’s third-ranking 
industrial port, lying 300 miles 
from London and 125 miles inland 
from the Dutch coast. 

The Germans acknowledged 
both damage and casuaulties in the 
Duesseldorf raid. A few days ago 
they announced 6,205 persons had 
been kill@d there in air raids since 
April 1, and 18,146 people killed 
during the same period in Cologne.

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The Juggler 

Lord Halifax, British ambassador to the 
United States, at a press conference on Sun- 
day, likened Germany of today to a juggler 
keeping many balls in the air, but faced with 
disaster if one slip-up occurs. 

The ambassador, while warning against 
undue optimism, declared that German re- 
sistance is apt to cease at any time, that it 
will come suddenly and that the European 
war situation of today is such that “anything 
may happen.” 

The juggling allegory is well illustrated in 
the manner in which the Russians to the 
east and the American-British forces in Italy 
are whipsawing the German defenses. 

It was admitted, only recently, by Berlin 
that Russian successes of the past two months 
are at least partially due to the necessity the 
Germans faced of withdrawing some of their 
divisions from the east to meet the Allied in- 
yaders of Italy and to replace Italian troops 
of occupation in the Balkans. 

Now comes an apparently reliable report 
that the flow of German reinforcements has 
been reversed. That the Nazi high command 
is shifting divisions from northern Italy to 
meet the menace of the Russian advances in 
the Ukraine. 

Undoubtedly the forces in Italy under 
Generals Clark and Montgomery will take 
full advantage of this situation and it may 
not be long before we hear of another des- 
peration-inspired shifting of Nazt~ divisions 
back to the Italian front. 

It must, also, be true that German forces 
of occupation and defense in France, in the 
Low Countries, in Norway have been seriously 
weakened by withdrawals for use either in 
Russia or Italy. Which will make it all the 
easier for the Allies when the time for in- 
vasion of western Europe comes and thus a 
third front is established to accelebrate the 
whipsaw which will eventually force the 
juggler to orash in complete disaster.

Why Not Before? 

Three dayé-after the federal government 
took over operation of the coal mines a wage 
contract ending the nation-wide miner strike 
was agreed to between the United Mine Work- 
ers and Secretary Ickes. 

That wage contract conformed with the 
limits set down by the War Labor Board and 
at the same time granted the miners the $1.50 
daily increase in earnings, which had been 
asked by the UMW in the Illinois agreement 
disaliowed by the WLB, by reducing their 
lunch time from half an hour to 15 minutes. 

This quick agreement is in startling con- 
trast to the months of ineffective negotiation 
which have gone on between the UMW and 
the War Labor Board. 

The difference is so marked that only two 
reasons can be advanced. Either the War 
Labor Board is inexcusably slow in its delibera- 
tions or John L. Lewis, president of the UMW, 
has carried through his former expressed re- 
fusal to deal with the WLB at all. 

Lewis apparently retreated from that posi- 
tion when he appeared before the board on 
mine wage hearings this summer. It is quite 
possible, however, that he has so engineered 
things that the hearings were foredoomed to 
failure. It js conceivable that he would never 
have accepted any offer put forth by the board, 
although he has quickly agreed to a contract 
proposed by Secretary Ickes. 

It is, of course, only possible for outsiders 
to the mine disputes to surmise in this respect. 

One conclusion, however, is apparent. That 
is, first blame for the strikes which have been 
so costly to the national war program must 
lie upon the mine workers themselves. What- 
ever hidden causes there may be, the men 
who struck when their country so urgently 
needed their work hold the primary guilt. 

Whether secondary guilt is to be placed 
upon the administration, upon the War Labor 
Board or upon Lewis, individually, will probably 
never be completely revealed. 

Now, however, the second coal strike has 
been called off. It is not only up to the miners 


to return to their jobs, but to work to the 
utmost of their strength and ability, from now 
on, and determine that there shall be no 
further stoppage of coal production while the 
war lasts, regardless of excuse or alibi.

When Children Break 


Many authorities have called public atten- 
tion to the swift and dangerous increase in 
juvenile delinquency in this country since Pearl 
Harbor. 

The problem has no limits. No one section 
can point an accusing finger at another. De- 
linguency knows no state lines. It is horribly 
present in rural areas and in homes of war 
workers in overcrowded industrial cities. Over 
the length and breadth of America, boys over- 
step the bounds between liberty and license. 
That pitiful teen-age derelict, the “Victory- 
girl,” infests not only southern government 
camp areas but large military centers every- 
where. 

The reason for the sudden bolt of America’s 
children toward lawlessness is simple. It is 
the home that is broken up, for whatever 
reason. It is the fact that dad has gone to 
war or is on the night-shift; mama is on the 
day-shift and likes to have some fun after- 
wards. Junior’s gang meets at the corner 
juke-joint nights. 

For a good many years, a child’s world is in 
his parents. They are his refuge, his hope, his 
guide, his safety. He can dv without almost 
anything, accept extreme hardship with a 
child’s own happy flexibility, if his mother 
and father are by his side: Take away this 
all-important prop suddenly and you get de- 
linquency. 

Anna Freud, daughter of the world-famous 
scientist, Sigmund Freud, has exhumed this 
truth in today’s most fertile field for research 
in child psychology. Since the outbreak of the 
war in Europe, Anna Freud has supervised the 
mental rehabilitation of thousands of bomb- 
shocked, war-orphaned children who found 
their way into 48 English hospitals. She has 
brought war-blinded, paralyzed and seemingly 
idiotic youngsters back into sunlight, useful- 
ness and sanity. Over and over she has dis- 
covered one thing which ‘this country must 
discover for itself: 

“It is much more detrimental to a child 
to be separated from his parents than to have 
his home bombed from under him,” writes 
Miss Freud, in a report to the Foster Parents’ 
Association of the World, which organization, 
backed by American money, maintains the 48 
English hospitals. 

“A child’s love for his parents is stronger 
than his fear of bombing. He can stand untold 
suffering if his family is with him,” she con- 
tinues, 
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A steamship agent reports many applica- 
tions for passage to Europe immediately fol- 
lowing the peace. This is on the bland assump- 
tion, of course, that there will be a Europe. 


That Harbin Liquor License 

The public is entitled to complete informa- 
tion and explanation in regard to the granting 
of a new retail liquor license, by city council, 
to Mercer J. Harbin. 

Harbin, long a well-known character in 
Atlanta, surrendered license for operation of 
a liquor store at 777 Ponce de Leon avenue, 
when he was accused last April of violating 
the law. State Revenue Commissioner Eugene 
Cook made the accusation. 

Now Harbin has been granted a new license, 
both by the city and state. State authorities 
explained their action by saying they have no 
option to refuse a license when the city has 
already given its approval. 

The application for the new license was 
approved by the police committee of city 
council and, later, by council itself. There is 
no record of the vote on the issue, 

Just why a man whose record resulted in 
loss of license six months ago should now be 
considered worthy of a new one, appears 
mysterious to the general public. 

It is strictly up to those members of the 
police committee and of city council to explain 
their action. Certainly, whether that action 
was justified or unjustified, the public is 
entitled to the fullest possible explanation.

CONTRACT TERMINATIONS 
(From The Valdosta Times.) 


Manufacturers are frequently too busy turn- 
ing out war goods to keep in shape the records 
that are needed to facilitate quick settlement of 
their contracts with the government. While the 
government itself is blamed frequently for de- 
lays, the fact is that the manufacturers them- 
selves contribute to the situation. Months some- 
times elapse after termination before the con- 
tractor’s claim is filed with the government’s 
contracting officer. 

The War Department has now made available 
an accounting manual which sets forth the re- 
quirements with respect to a contractor’s state- 
ment of a proposed settlement of a fixed-price 
supply contract which has been terminated be- 
fore completion. Familiarity with these require- 
ments is important te every contractor and sub- 
contractor, 


THE WORLD TODAY 


By JAY G. HAYDEN. 


PHILIPPINE POLITICS WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Epochal 
political events in the Philippine 


Islands traditionally have been symbolized by changing automobile 
license numbers, and one of these presently threatened has both 
the Filipino government in absentia and the White House in a ter- 
rific dither. 

The circumstances in point are that the term of President Man- 
uel Quezon, limtied at his own instigation to eight years, expires 
on November 15, and the constitutional heir apparent is Vice Presi- 
dent Sergio Osmena, the man of all others that Quezon (and, per- 
haps, President Roosevelt) least likes to have take over. 

For nearly 40 years Philippine politics has been largely a rivalry 
between Osmena and Quezon and the economic interests and 
philosophies of government they respectively represent. 

Osmena was on top first. The initial legislative assembly of the 
islands, created in 1907 by Secretary of War William Howard Taft, 
named Osmena its. president and from that time until.1922 he com- 
pletely ruled the native political roost. He worked hand-ifi-glove 
with three Republican governor generals, Taft, General Luke Wright 
and Cameron Forbes. ° 

Quezon from the beginning was recognized as second only to 
Osmena among the Filipino politicians. Automobile license plates 
fixed the line of precedence. The governor general already had 
appropriated No. 1, and when the legislature was formed Osmena 
got No. 2 and Quezon No. 3. Lesser native officials and American 
bureau chiefs took positions numerically after these leaders and the 
line ? eminence thus established affected every phase of Philip- 
pine life. 


TOTALLY UNLIKE It would be hard to find two men more 
unlike in their personal characteristics 


than Osmena and Quezon. The former is a Chinese mestizo (a mix- 


ture of Malay and Chinese). Quezon is a Spanish mestizo. 

Osmena has the silent inscrutability of a Chinese mandarin; 
Quezon the excitability and volubility of his Latin strain. 

Quezon’s first great political triumph occurred when, as Fili- 
pino commissioner at Washington in 1916, he won from congress 
and President Woodrow Wilson the Jones act, which not only gave 
the Philippines a complete replica of the American governmental 
machinery, with a large measure of native participation in its opera- 
tion, but specifically promised independence. 

Armed with this statute and aided by the Democratic governor 
general, Francis Burton Harrison, Quezon dared for the first time 
to challenge the political deminance of Osmena. 


SHOWDOWN IN 1922 The showdown came in a bitter elec- 
tion battle in 1922, Osmena was elected 


to the senate with a following of about two-fifths of its membership. 
Quezon won three-fifths of the senate and even a larger majority 
of the house of representatives. 

It was at this point that Osmena made the gesture that has fixed 
the course of Philippine politics ever since. He walked over and 
handed his No. 2 license plate to Quezon. More than that, Osmena 
offered no protest when Manuel Roxas, Quezon’s ambitious young 
first lieutenant, grabbed for No. 3. Osmeéna smilingly asked for 
No. 29 and he had it until his election as vice president, when, the 
American high commissioner, successor.to the governor general, 
having dropped out of the running, he again became No. 2, after 
Quezon’s No. 1. 

Because there was much popular talk to the effect that he 
aspired to be another Hitler, Quezon himself, when the Philippine 
constitution was in the making, sponsored a provision limiting the 
president to a single six-year term. 

Some time later, however, with the sands of his administration 
running out, Quezon got the constitution amended to peovige a 
maximum tenure of two four-year terms. He was re-elected in 1939 
for the term that expires this month. 


NONEXISTENT CONGRESS ber difficulty is that the 


hilippine congress, which 
alone can initiate an amendment to the constitution, is nonexistent. 
And if Quezon flouts the constitution by attempting to hang on to 
his office he will by the same token weaken the only existing legal 
basis for continuance of his government-in-exile. 

In this dilemma, the Quezonites have appealed to President 
Roosevelt, The substance of their contention seems to be that 
Philippine independence does not become fully effective until 1945 
and hence American sovereignty remains supreme until that time. 
While they are unable to produce any provision of either their own 
constitution or of American law to support it, they proceed to the 
conclusion that in the exercise of inherent American sovereignty 
the President somehow must be vested with power to override the 
eight-year presidential limitation. 

Mr. Roosevelt undoubtedly would prefer to keep Mr. Quezon, 
this the more so because he is suspicious of the conservatism and 
Republican background of Mr. Osmena. 

The other side of the argument, of course, is that strict ad- 
herence to constitutional gévernment is a sacred tenet of the At- 
lantic Charter. Any dilution of it by executive fiat certainly would 
provide the Japanese and their Filipino Quislings a fine propa- 


ganda line.

Remember, remember, the Fifth 
of November, 
Gunpowder, treason and plot;

On November 5, 1605, which is 
338 years ago today, a fellow 
named Guy Fawkes was arrested, 
sae cccctnteceee SUSt at mid- 

eae night, hiding 
“2 among a pile of 
‘<a casks filled 
ee with gunpow- 
der in a cellar 
under the house 
of lords, upper 
house of the 
British parlia- 
ment, in Lon- 
don. Fawkes 
had matches 
and was all 
ready to light 
the fuse which 
would blow up 
the place. 
Ever since 
that time — at 
least up to and through my own 
boyhood days in England—the 5th 
of November has been célebrated 
there as “Guy Fawkes Day.” 

Each’ year, on that date, the 
ritual of a search through the 
cellars of the houses of parlia- 
ment is carried out. 

Each year, all over the country, 
effigies of Guy Fawkes are made 
and burnt and, each year, the 
youth of the land indulges in an 
orgy of firecrackers and rockets 
and all the other fireworks, sim- 
ilar to the manner in which, be- 
fore “safety first” campaigns quiet- 
ened this feature, the youth of 
America celebrated the Fourth of 
July. : 

Whether or not Guy Fawkes 
Day is still celebrated in England, 
as it was in my boyhood, I don’t 
know. Probably not in wartime 
and, possibly, the event had 
faded in significance even before 
the war came. 

For three centuries the day was 
a religious festival in the Estab- 
lished Church of England, the 
special services for the day in the 
prayer book only being abolished 
during the reign of Edward VII, 
Religious 
Persecution 

The gunpowder plot was, ac- 
tually, caused by religious perse- 
cution. It was a conspiracy by a 
number of Roman Catholics who 
had been goaded to desperation 
by the penal laws directed against 
their faith by the English gov- 
ernment, following establishment 
of the Church of England. Fawkes 
was, probably, only a minor char- 
acter among the plotters. Among 
the other conspirators were men 
named Catesby, Winter, Thomas 
Percy. 

Fawkes and three of his fellow 
conspirators were executed at 
Westminster for their part in the 
plot. Though they didn’t die un- 
til after they had undergone fear- 
ful tortures. Remember, this was 
in 1605 when the most brutal of 
torture was considered quite the 
normal method (third degree?) of 
securing a confession. Almost as 
evil, in fact, as the methods of the 
Nazi Gestapo of today, in Ger- 


many. 
Fawkes was only 4 years old

when he was slain. According to 
all the information on his life I 
can dig up out of the encyclopedia 
he was born in the town of York, 
England, in 1570. His parents 
were Protestants and he was 
brought up in that faith by them 
until, influenced by his stepfather, 
one Dionis Baynbrigge, he be- 
came a Roman Catholic, 

He enlisted in the Spanish 
Army in the Netherlands in 1593 
and was with the army that cap- 
tured Calais in 1595. He returned 
to England in 1604 after having 
joined the “Gunpowder Plot” con- 
spirators. He used an assumed 
name, that of Johnson, and pre- 
tended to be a servant of one of 
the other conspirators, Thomas 
Percy. ® 

Fawkes rented lodgings in a 
house next door to the parliament 
building and dug his way from the 
basement of this house into the 
cellar of the house of lords. The 
conspirators then placed the gun- 
powder with which they hoped to 
wipe out the entire membership 
of the house of losds. Fawkes 
was the one chosen to carry out 
re dangerous job of lighting the 
use. : 


Somebody 
Told on Them 

But somebody gave. away the 
plot. Lord Monteagle, a member 
of lords, received an anonymous 
letter, telling: all about it. The 
cellars were searched and Fawkes 


was found, hidden among the 


casks of gunpowder. This was 
on November 4, according to my 
information. For some reason not 
explained, Fawkes was not imme 
diately arrested, though it does 
seem it was taking unnecessary 
risks to leave him with his gun- 
powder for another day. 

However, it was at midnight on 
November 5 that the authorities 
returned and arrested Fawkes. 

I have one personal memory of 
Guy Fawkes Day. It constitutes 
proof that, in my tender years, I 
was a cheeky sort of brat. 

One fifth of November night, 
at the old home, we had fired all 
the rockets and pinwheels and 
giant crackers my father had pro- 
vided. I thought the supply was 
insufficient and said so. My fa- 
ther rebuked me for never being 
satisfied and commented that 
money spent on fireworks only 
“went up ine smoke, anyway.” 
And, ungrateful brat that I was, 
I retorted that the same could be 
said of the money he spent on 
tobacco for his pipe. 

Let’s draw a curtain over the 
painful scene ma followed.

Rose is not stupid nor naive but 
a smart, shrewd unioneer of long 
experience, and it is only fair to 
apply to him the same standards 
that the so-called “liberals” of 
the New Deal applied to the Tam- 
many politicians and to Mr. Levy 
the same standards that were set 
for Aurelio. And, by the same 
token, if the election of Aurelio is 
a calamity then the election of 
the “liberal” candidate would 
have been equally calamitpus.

That explanation, however, only 
made his offense the worse be- 
cause a man of character would 
have spurned their support and 
fought them. 

Yet, Hugo Black has not been 
a bad justice of the supreme court 
of the U. S. A., and Aurelio, 
whose record was otherwise good, 
might be just as good on the 
supreme court of New York 
county. ee

RACKET STUFF Legal control of liquor, as opposed to pro 

hibition, has demonstrated itself to be the 
logical and sane way for a state or nation to care for this problem 
which is older and more difficult than any other one. 

As one of the finest illustrations of the fact that legal control 

is the best method is the present effort to put 
a notorious character back into the liquor busi- 
ness. 

Because there is legal control, with licenses 
to be recorded and records kept, it is possible 
immediately to find out who is who and what 
is what. 

Yesterday I wrote here that an undesirable 
citizen, with a court record involving the rack- 
ets, had been, or was about to be, licensed to 
get back ifto the retail liquor business. 

Let’s look at the record. 

On the September term of the Fulton county 
grand jury, indictment No. 47910, shows that 
Mercer Harbin was indicted on five racket 
charges. He was charged “4n five counts with 
violating the lottery laws. | 

He appeared in court and offered no de 

we fense. Instead, he entered pleas of guilty to all 
five charges. In the first he paid a fine of $1,000 and took a 
suspended sentence of 12 months. In each of the remaining four 
cases a sentence of 12 months on the gang was entered but sus 
pended. 

On December 2, 1937, the records show he was arrested for 
selling wine and beer without a license. This case was dismissed. 

Arrested with him in the lottery racket cases was a partner who 
paid a fine of $250 and took suspended sentences of 12 months in 
each case. : 

During the time Harbin was in the retail liquor business he 
was the subject of many reports about dealing with dry counties. 
His sales of liquor, from a very small retail store, were so enor- 
mous that the mayor of Atlanta, William B. Hartsfield, asked that 
his license be revoked on the grounds no man could sell that much 
liquor in a strictly retail business. He later obtained a wholesale 
license. Last March he left the business under pressure of a pro 
posed examination into alleged sales to dry counties. 

So much for the man. I do not at all intend this to be an attack 
on the man, but I do mean it as an attack on the stupidity of those 
who would, by politics, try to put him back in the business. 

Surely they must know his name is a red flag in the face of 
public opinion. He was in the rackets. He pleaded guilty to being 
a racketeer. He was under an investigating fire when he left the 
business. One may wonder at the stupidity of the move to get him 
back again. 


THE BEST WAY Legal control is the better way to handle 
the business of retailing and wholesaling 

liquor. I say this is but one of many examples of why it is the 

better way. And that, not Harbin, is the theme of my story. 

City council’s police committee plainly was under some sort 
of pressure. It did not cOme from city officials nor did it come 
from state officials. Yet it is apparent that somebody was most 
anxious to have his license renewed. 

It was obviously not well-thought-out. It is surprising the 
officials of the retail liquor association were not there to protest. 
They had not thought it out. It is obvious there was no thought 
devoted to it because had there been the license would have been 
refused. There were legal grounds for refusing it. There assuredly 
were practical grounds. 

The people, I believe, want legal control. I assume the retail 
and wholesale men in the business want to stay in business. The 
mystery, then, is why they would wish to inflame public opinion 
against them and their business by putting forth a confessed 
racketeer, whose name was notorious in the business, as one of 
their members. 

What kind of thinking is that? 

I think Commissioner Cook had a good ground to stand on, but 
for one fact. He has said he always licenses a man after a mu- 
nicipality has licensed him. Unfortunately, Commissioner Cook 
had already acted on this once before. It would seem that all 
he now needs to do is to look at the attorney general’s opinion 
once more, and then reverse his (Cook’s) decision with the frank 
statement an error has been made. The people have confidence 


in him. 

AS USUAL It is odd how events of this sort follow a pattern. 
Once apprehended in this utterly senseless affront 

to public opinion, the boys behind the effort began to whisper that 

it was a “pay-off.” 

They whispered that Harbin had “fixed” the legislature on the 
liquor problem. This is, of course, a typical lie and the usual sort 
of story. The rackets always whine this sort of stuff when caught. 
It is an affront to the legislature and to the people and it explains 
again why legal-control is the best. You can bring it out in the 
open. You can do something about it. 

Harbin has reformed, his supporters say. That is fine and if so 
all will applaud. If so he will, of course, say that if the public does 
not wish him to be in this business he will not. As a wealthy 
cattle farmer he does not need it. 

The public, should this license be revoked, will keep a close 
eye on the place in question to see that a “front” is not used. The 
notorious Windsor Castle, which operated more than six years in 
dry Gwinnett county, always used a front. . 

What this adds up to is that this newspaper, and all the news- 
papers of the state, are on guard. The Governor and the mayor 
also are on guard. They do not want any of the old rackets to 
be allowed a comeback. They do not want any who pose as 
“friends” of the present administration to be allowed to make 
money out of any racket. That has been the old custom now 
honored in the breach. Any of these persons claiming to be 
friends are not friends. 

Meanwhile there is just one thing that puzzles me.

Trouble Who Can Get Sup- 


plies Near Home 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


There has been much recent criticism of businessmen and 
statesmen of other lands who look far ahead and protect their 
national interests. If that is an offense against the neighbors, it 
is one of which American has been singularly innocent. No other 
great nation has neglected its interests and its futuge security as 
we have. ‘ ; 

Before the war, British and Dutch interests had a monopoly 
of rubber and quinine, and fixed the price as they pleased.” Hemp 
for our Navy came from the Philippines, but Japanese interests 
had gained control of production and manufacture. Three-fourths 
of our rotenone, the insect killer, came from the East Indies and 
British Malaya. And we depended on tropical lands half way 
across the world for such things as tung oil, palm oils, cork oak, 
oils and lemon grass and citronella, castor beans, vanilla beans, 
teakwood and balsa and most of our spices. 

There was no excuse for our drifting into such a helpless posi- 
tion, but there was a simple explanation. 

Mending matters was a job for the government, or for big 
businessmen supported by the government. But the people were 
indifferent, and politicians have no incentive to undertake re 
forms that won't make votes. Businessmen would not act alone, 
for the importing business was backed by millions and long-range 
plans to compete with it promised no profit. 

Yet here at ‘home we had an easy and obvious way to make 
ourselves independent—and solve another problem while. doing it. 
Our neglected and impoverished step-child, Puerto Rico, could 
have been our salvation—and may be yet. The United States 
Department of Agriculture has an experiment station there which 
is producing seeds of tropical plants to supply farmers in Cen- 
tral America. 

What Puerto Rico cannot produce can be grown in Mexico and 
Central and South America if we give the necessary encourage- 
ment. , 

Rubber and quinine are native to South America, as you know. 
The soil in Latin America is superior to any in the East Indies. 

Our Latin neighbors can make us independent of the Far East

Hoover Urges Food Supplies 


Be Shipp 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—(?#)— 
Openly confident that “We’re cer- 
tainly in the latter stages of the 
war” in Europe, former President 
Hoover urged senators today to 
start shipping food now to the 
continent’s hungry millions. 

He said the forthcoming winter 
—‘wery probably, I hope, the last 
winter of the war’—is likely to be 
the grimmest yet for Germany’s 
captives. 

Hoover, in a dark brown sult 
and wearing the familiar high 
stiff collar, had an audience of 
200 spectators as he testified be- 


fore a Foreign Relations Subcom- 


mittee, 

At the request of newspaper- 
men, Senator Van Nuys, Deme- 
crat, Indiana, asked Hoover if he 
cared to amplify his optimistic re- 
mark about the war’s end. 

“I think,” Hoover replied, “that 
we ought-to be prepared to carry 
on the war during the whole year 
1944, irrespective of any *miracle 
that might occur in the mean- 
time.” 

He also made it clear that he 
was referring only to the fighting 
in Europe. 

“We have reached a stage now 
where we are confident of suc- 
cess,” he said, “and even if there 
were a risk involved we could af- 
ford to take it.” 

Drawing on his background as 
food administrator in World War 
I and as head of the commission 
for relief in Belgium then, Hoover 
indorsed a resolution by Senators 
Gillette, Democrat, Iowa, and 
Taft, Republican, Ohio, calling for 
co-operating with the British, 
Swedish and Swiss governments 
and with the Red Cross and sim- 
ilar relief organizations in ship- 
ping and distributing the food. 

The food itself could be picked

up “in southern hemisphere ports” 
by Swedish ships, he said, with 
the expense defrayed in part by 
Belgian, Norwegian and Dutch 
funds tied up here and by relief 
societies eager to help. All that is 
needed now is a policy, he de- 
clared. 

Shipments of food have been 
distributed successfully in Greece 
for many months, he said, and the 
Germans-have had no benefits 
from them. He said he would op- 
pose dispatch of any food into 
areas where the enemy did not 
agree to leave the native supplies 
untouched, or at least furnish a 
compensating amount of food to 
the residents if any were taken.

One wall of the MacGregors’ 
living room is decorated with 
the head of an African water- 
buck, for which George holds a 
world record, for it’s the largest 
one ever shot. This was one of 
the trophies he brought back 
from a joint expedition for the 
American Museum of Natural 
History and the South African 
Steamship Line. On this occa- 
sion George accompanied the 
late Martin Johnson and Osa 
Johnson (who remarried a few 
years ago), the couple’s object 
being to film the movie “Ba- 
boona.” 

On the opposite wall hangs 
the head of an African buffalo, 
shot on the same expedition. 
This is generally conceded to be 
the most dangerous of all game. 
Tremendous in size, they are 
able to run with the speed of a 
race horse. George’s example 
weighed 2,000 pounds. 

Also adorning the walls are 
several pairs of Bavarian stag 
horns, the horns of the South 
African giant kudu, besides sev- 
eral deer heads. The latter were 
shot in the woodlands surround- 
ing the Pennsylvania camp. 
Fran’s prowess as a huntress is 
evidenced by the deer head over 
the stone mantel. An interest- 
ing feature of the living room 
furnishings is a gun case which 
has warthog tusks for handles. 

Covering the floor are the 
skins of other trophies brought 
back by George. One is the 
largest lion ever taken ‘out of 
the Transvaal to date—or at 
least as far as George has been 
able to determine—and meas- 
ures 10 feet from the tip of 
the nose to the tip of the tail. 
The others are zebras, a lion- 
ess, a tiger shot in Indo-China, 
impali and elephant skins. 

Decorating the walls in the 
hall are photographs of George 
with some of his trophies and 
autographed pictures of almost 
every famous big game hunter 
whom he met on his travels, 
through the New York Zoologi- 
cal Society or through the me-

Since a previous visit to Ger- 
many six weeks ago, the writer of 
the article declared, “the panic of 
the people of Berlin has by no 
means abated.” He said the “bitter 
silence” of the population is most- 
ly the result of action taken by 
Himmler immediately after he 
became interior minister. 


The article said that mistrust 
within the German nation has in- 
creased to such a degree that “it 
is now reported that certain: sec- 
tions of the population must give 
up their radio sets. Since the for- 
mation of the Free Germany Com- 
mittee in Moscow the Moscow ra- 
dio has gained the interest of the 
German people. Even bombed-out 
persons prefer an Anglo-Saxon 
victory if the enemies must win.” 

“As to rumors of serious dif- 
ferences between the leading mili- 
tary officials and Hitler,” the arti- 
cle went on, “it may be assumed 
that the Fuehrer’s position must 
be firmer than ever before, since 
the military has the greatest in- 
terest in letting Hitler’s complete 
responsibility be as apparent to 
the nation as to the whole world.”

“The fact is that we are out to 
change a system that gives Geor- 
gia a larger percentage of prison 
population than any other state in 
the union and causes all too great 
a number of repeater criminals, 
pouring the offenders back into 


the prison system 

“If we can rehabilitate 30, 25, 
or even 10 out of 100 prisoners, 
our investment and efforts for a 
new system will have been worth 
while.” 

He said Georgia’s prisons had 
been so “rotten” that it was neces- 
sary for him to call the special 
session of the general assembly 
which enacted reform legislation, 
although he had planned to await 
the next regular session.

In approving the allotment, the 
committee declared that propa- 
ganda and psychological warfare 
had demonstrated 
lives and shorten the war. 

Quoting freely from letters of 
indorsement of OWI’s work from 
Chief of Staff George C. Marshall, 
General Dwight Eisenhower and 
Lieutenant Generals George S. 
Patton and Jacob L. Devers, the 
committee told congress in a for- 
mal report that: 

Committee’s Warning. 

“The committee is not willing 
to assume any responsibility for 
delaying, hampering or impeding 
the .war effort or failing to pro- 
vide any instrumentality or funds 
that will save the lives of Ameri- 
can soldiers or sailors, shorten the 
war and lessen its cost. Failure to 
provide these funds would have 
that effect.” 

At one point in the report, the 
committee said that “more than 
80 per cent of the German and 
Italiane prisoners captured in 
Sicily admit being impelled to 
give up by propaganda leaflets 
and broadcasts.” 

How OWI helped persuade the 
Italian fleet to come over to the 
side of the United Nations was 
related to the committee in‘ execu- 
tive session by Robert E. Sher- 
wood, director of the agency’s 
averseas division. 

“When the Italian government 
surrendered,” Sherwood said, “it 
was obviously highly desirable to 
persuade the Italian navy to come 
over to our side, rather than to 
scuttle their ships or turn them 
over to the Germans. 


MeSsage to Italians. 


“A message to the Italian fleet 
was drafted. It was to be broad- 
cast over the United Nations radio 
in Algiers, but hopes for success 
were not too high inasmuch as 
there was a strict prohibition on 
the Italian ships against listening 
to foreign radio stations. 

“The problem was solved by an 
OWI engineer,” he said. “He man- 
aged to shift the transmitter in 
Algiers to an international dis- 
frequency, to which all 
naval vessels of all nations are 
listening at all times. The special 
message to the Italian fleet was 
broadcast on that frequency... . 
Every 15 minutes for many hours. 
It got through.: 

“When the Italian fleet steam- 
ed into Malta, Admiral Cunning- 
ham, chief of the Allied Medi- 
terrean fleet, chuckled and said 
to his chief of staff: “Tell General 
McClure (Brigadier Genera] Rob- 
ert A. McClure, in charge of psy- 
chological warfare for the Allied 
forces in North Africa) that 
they’ve accomplished in one day 
with propaganda what I’ve been

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Fights Aviation Control Bill 


By M. L. ST. JOHN. 


The Georgia Public Service 
Commission will ask the Council of 
State Governments, meeting today 
in New Orleans, to fight a pending 
bill that would strip the states of 
their control over intrastate avia- 
tion. 

The bill, an amendment to the 
civil aeronautics act of 1938, would 
give the federal government con- 
trol over Intrastate aviation in ad- 
dition to its present jurisdiction 
over interstate aviation, according 
to Chairman Walter McDonald of 
the Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission. The bill has been favor- 
ably reported to*the house by the 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee. 

The First Attempt. 

“This is the first attempt by a 
federal agency to strip state sov- 
ereignty of its authority over pure- 
ly intrastate matters,” McDonald 

eclared. “It constitutes a fatal 
stroke into the very heart of state 
covereignty and our dual system of 
government, and it is contrary to 
the best interest of our national 
economy.” 

The bill not only would deprive 
the states of any jurisdiction over 
intrastate commerce by air, but 
would remove state regulation 
over carriers such as trains and 
buses, over which the states now 
exercise jurisdiction, whenever 
these carriers were operated in 
conjunction with air commerce, 
McDonald pointed out. 

“The bill defines domestic air 
commerce as the carriage by air- 
craft of persons or property for 
compensation or hire; and the car- 
riage of mail by aircraft, in com- 
merce between one place in the 
United States and any other places 
in the United States whether or 
not in the same state, and whether 
such commerce moves solely by 
aircraft, or partly by aircraft and 
partly by other forms of transpor- 
tation,” he asserted. 

Boundaries Involved, 

The state’s right to collect reve- 
nue from planes operating within 
its boundaries also would be taken 
away by this bill, the chairman 
continued. The act says that 
“taxation by state or local au- 
thority would be inconsistent with 
public interest.” 

Georgia at present has no pro- 
visions for jurisdiction over air- 
lines, since the state does not have 
any purely intrastate lines. But 
McDonald foresses rapid develop- 
ment of aviation in the postwar 
period and does not want Geor- 
gia’s rights to be taken by the 
federal government. Helicopters 
and airplanes will be doing much 
intrastate business in Georgia 
after the war, he believes. Geor- 
gia undoubtedly will make ar- 
rangements to handle aviation 
problems as the public service 
commission now Handles rail- 
roads, buses an dother modes of 
transportation, McDonald said. 

Several other states, including 
Alabama, already are setting up 
special commissions !with juris- 
diction over air travel. 

After Bill’s Defeat. 

McDonald and Matt McWhor- 
ter, vice chairman, returned yes- 
terday from Washington, where 
they asked Georgia congressmen 
to help defeat the bill. Crawford

Cut Materiel 
Appropriations 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—(#)— 


The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee expressed concern that the 
war’s end may find a huge surplus 
of war materials in submitting to- 
day a $215,368,444 deficiency ap- 
propriation bill—just 18 per cent 
of the $1,196,428,749 asked by two- 
score government agencies. 

“Unless congress makes some 
definite provision ‘1 the near fu- 
ture,” the committee told the 
house, “there is likely to be a 
recurrence of the situation of 
World War I, where large sur- 
pluses were in the hands of indi- 
vidual agencies for disposal with 
no co-ordination of the efforts of 
all of them as a single problem.” 

The economy-minded committee 
achieved most of the cut in re- 
quested appropriations by denying 
the Navy $750,000,000 it had asked 
for its stock fund capital. This 
fund is used for purchases of all 
kinds of noncombatant materials 
consumed by the Navy. 


Chairman Cannon, Democrat, 
Missouri, described the commit- 
tee’s reduction of requests as a 
“bone removing operation” and 
declared it “reflects the sentiment 
of the country favoring curtail- 
ment of federal expenditures to 
the irreducible minimum.” 


In performing this operation, the 
committee chopped out: 

$6,500,000 asked by the Farm 
Security Administration for sal- 
aries and expenses, and also re- 
fused the agency’s request for au- 
thority to borrow $37,000,000 for 
operating loans to farmers. 

$5,707,500 asked by the War 
Manpower Commission, $3,545,000 
by the Federal Security Agency, 
$3,963,150 by the Office of Edu- 
cation, $150,000,000 by War Hous- 
ing, $3,340,175 by the Interior De- 
partment, and $1,633,500 by the 
Treasury Department. 

Specific projects on which the 
committee turned thumbs down 
included: $7,500,000 for emergency 
guayule rubber, $3,900,000 for 
teacher training, $2,800,000 for 
water conservation, $20,000 for 
study of soybean diseases, $15,000 
for experiments to adapt the 
army’s “jeep” to farm uses, and 
$25,000 for experiments to increase 
the yield of turpentine.

Fire Destroys Blimp; 
8-Man Crew Missing 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—(4)— 
Loss of the blimp K-94 with her 
eight-man crew as a result of a 
fire was announced by the Navy 
today. The craft was destroyed, 
the Navy said, while on a routine 
flight. 

“Tt is known that the loss‘of this 
airship was not the result of ene- 
my action,” the Navy said. 

A thorough search of the area in 
which the blimp went down to the 
sea was futile and no survivors 
were found. 

All of the men aboard are listed 
as “missing,” and next of kin have 
been notified, the Navy said.

At the time the committee was

a@ person previously convicted of 
Adora was contrary to the state 
aw. 


Several members of the police 
committee, asked for statements 
regarding their action in passing 
the petition, said they had acted 
under advice given them ‘that the 
granting of a license to Harbin 
would. be “all right” with the 
state revenue commissioner. 


While Cook could not be reached 
all day yesterday and” all last 
night for a statement, members 
of the council committee gave 
these explanations: 

Councilmen’s Statements. 


Alderman Lester Brewer: “As 
far as I knew there were no ob- 
jections to the petition. We were 
told the. state had no objection. 
If we turned down every man 
with a record, no matter how old 
it- happened to be, we would cut 
out about 50 per cent of the re- 
tail liquor dealers.” 


Councilman John T. Marler: 
“Harbin and J. J. Bradley, secre- 
tary to the Atlanta Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, appeared be- 
fore the police committee. We 
were informed that Eugene Cook, 
state revenue commissioner, had 
no objection. Harbin had not 
violated any city ordinance. Un- 
der those representations, I voted 
to allow him to operate.” 


Alderman Ed A. Gilliam: “Har- 
bin voluntarily withdrew from the 
liquor business in Atlanta, and 
when he quit, he was in good 
standing, I thought. When he pre- 
sented another petition, I thought 
he was in the same standing he 
was in when he quit. I, therefore, 
voted for his petition.” 

Councilman J. Allen Couch, also 
a member of the committee, said 
he had no statement to make. 


Mayor Refers to Record. 


Mayor Hartsfield, who is a mem- 
ber of the police committee, and 
normally would have passed on 
the councilmanic resolution allow- 
ing Harbin to operate, said the 
record showing that he did not at- 
tend the police committee session 
and did not approve the Harbin 
resolution “speaks for itself.” 

He said Dr. Louie D. Newton, 
pastor of the Druid Hills Baptist 
church, who wrote the mayor and 
Governor Arnall complainin 
about Harbin’s liquor sales, was a 
good friend of his. 

“I don’t think I need to make a 
statement,” he added. 

Knight, who signed the resolu- 
tion when Hartsfield was not sit- 
ting as mayor, was out of the city 
last night. 

Councilman Cecil Hester, chair- 
man of the police committee, who 
did not attend the night Harbin’s 
petition was approved, could not 
be reached for a statement. 


Harbin’s Past Experiences. 


Harbin has had his ‘ups and 
downs concerning his liquor sales. 
When his petition to continue sales 
was passed by council in 1942 he 
had been accused of retailing and 
wholesaling liquor from his retail 
store at 777 Ponce de Leon ave- 
nue, N, E., the site now under fire. 
Mayor Hartsfield vetoed the Har- 
bin renewal asserting he had been 
informed that Harbin’s annual in- 
come from sales amounted to about 
$650,000, a figure which Hartsfield 
said was 40 times greater than the 
average small store. 

Harbin then sold his store and 
quit business. He petitioned for a 
new retail permit in September 
and it was voted. He is said to 
have agreed to restrict his sales 
solely to retail trade. 

Aside from his plea of guilty to 
lottery operations, Harbin has been 
charged with five traffic law vio- 
lations, previous to 1937, and paid 
a fine on one for illegal parking.

The South Georgia Methodist con- 
ference today elected J. S. Wight, 
of Cairo, and Warren Roberts, of 
Macon, as lay delegates to the ju- 
risdictional conference.

Dr. Dyer Sees 
Malaria Threat 


Malarial fever is the only tropi- 
cal disease which may be intro- 
duced into the United States in 
an important way as a result of 
this war, in the opinion of Dr. 
Robert E. Dyer, director of the 
National Institute of Health at 
Bethesda, Md. 

Dr. Dyer spoke last night at 
the semi-annual scientific meeting 
of the Fifth District Medical So- 
ciety, at the Atlanta Academy of 
Medicine. His subject was, “The 
Possibility of Exotic Diseases Be- 
ing Disseminated by the Return 
of Our Fighting Forces.” 

In previous years, said Dr. 
Dyer, the greatest curse of the 
so-called “military diseases” was 
the epidemic of “louse-born” type 
of typhus fever. There is little 
possibility, Dr. Dyer believes, that 
this form of typhus will gain a 
foothold in this country after the 
present war. This will be due, 
he said, to the efficient methods 
of guarding against it. 

But in the case of malarial fe- 
ver, Dr. Dyer said, there is grave 
danger of widespread epidemics in 
many parts of the country, espe- 
cially in the northern states, where 
there is little or no knowledge of 
the disease or the methods of 
treating it. Dr. Dyer said that there 
are many doctors north of Alexan- 
dria, Va., who have never seen a 
case of malarial fever. This situa- 
tion, he said, does not prevail in 
the south, where methods for com- 
bating it are well known. 

Dr. Dyer said that there is grave

learn the best methods for treat- 
ment of this disease, both in its 
primary and its secondary stages,

Drama Among Sisters 
With Clashing Tempers 


THE WALSH GIRLS, by Eliza- 
beth Janeway. Doubleday, 
Doran, $2.50. 

Micddle-class life in a shabby 
New England mill town! 
Against this background, place 
the lives of two sisters, one a 
spinster high school teacher, the 
other an attractive twice-mar- 
ried young woman. 

This formula for a _ noval 
sounds anything but simulat- 
ing.

Recently I made a survey, a small Gallup poll, among my friends 
and acquaintances asking, “What is\your chief food problem these 
days?” The majority replied without the slightest hesitation, that 
the brown points vanish all too quickly and there is trouble making 
them stretch far enough to buy satisfying amounts of meats, cheese 
and fats. This is not surprising, for the fats and proteins‘are the 
most strictly rationed food group, they are the muscle and tissue 
builders, of which we need greater amounts when we work harder, 
and they are the most gratifying to the appetite. So it was not un- 
expected that suggestions for meat-extending dishes are most wanted, 
recipes for combining the scarce and high-point foods with the non- 
rationed foods in appetizing and nutritious form. 

Following are recipes that will save points, furnish good nutri- 
tion and make dishes that will be popular with the entire family: 


Sausage Scallop 

Shape 1 pound sausage meat into small patties and brown them 
lightly in a frying pan, start them in a cold pan and cook gently. 
Lift from pan, and pour off all but 3 tablespoons of the sausage fat. 
To the fat add 3 tablespoons flour and blend. Stir in 1% cups milk 
and cook until thickened. Season with 1 teaspoon salt, 1 tablespoon 
minced onion, 1 teaspoon Worcestershire sfuce. Add 2 cups well- 
drained whole kernel corn. Grease a baking dish, and cover bottom 
with a layer of fine bread crumbs, add a layer of the cooked sausage, 
then a layer of corn mixture, another layer of crumbs, repeating until 
all ingredients are used, topping casserole with a layer of crumbs. 
Bake in a moderate oven, 350 degrees for 30 minutes. Serve piping 
hot, with a tossed green salad, apple pie for dessert.

Lima Bean and Cheese Loaf 


Soak 1-2 pound dried lima beans overnight. Cook gently for 1 
hour or until tender, drain and put through food chopper. Melt 1 
tablespoon bacon or sausage fat, add 1 tablespoon minced onion and 
1 tablespoon minced parsley and cook slowly for 5 minutes. Stir this 
into the bean pulp, add 1 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon paprika, a dash 
of pepper, a cup soft bread crumbs, 2 well-beaten eggs and 1 cup 
grated American cheese. Mix well and pack into a greased loaf pan. 
Bake in moderate oven, 350 degrees, 45 to 60 minutes, or until firm 
and lightly browned. Turn out on a hot platter and surround with 
broiled tomatoes and mounds of shredded green’ beans.

| Soybean-Peanut Yield 


Pleases Moultrie Farmer 


MOULTRIE, Ga., Nov. 4.—C. C. 
Carter, a young farmer who lives 
on the Moultrie-Meigs roads, 
planted five acres in soybeans and 
runner peanuts this year, and he 
has cured and baled 13,484 pounds 
of hay, he said Thursday. There 
were 162 bales, averaging 82 
pounds in weight, Carter stated. 

The peanuts and the soybeans 
were interplanted and the soy- 
bean stalks grew “at least four 
feet tall and were full of beans 
all of the way from the bottom to 
the top,” according to Carter. He 
says the soybean hay in the mix- 
ture is about 65 per cent of the 
total weight and asserts “it is just 
about a balanced feed for either 
cattle, mules or horses,” and adds 
they relish as “they do no other 
feed I have over. fed them.”

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Board Denies 
Plea of Carter 


By The Associated Press. 

The State Pardon and Parole 
Board: has declined to commute 
the five to 10-year sentence for 
forgery imposed last June on 
James S. Carter, former Macon 
business executive and _ civic 
leader. 

In a letter yesterday to Luther 
Bloodworth, of Macon, state sen- 
ator and attorney for Carter, who 
asked for commutation of the sen- 
tence at a hearing on October 19, 
Chairman Edward 8B. Everett 
wrote: 

“The board does not feel from 
the hearing and from an exam- 
ination of the record that there 
are ‘sufficient grounds which 
would justify a reduction in the 
original sentence imposed.” 


Everett said Bloodworth had 
requested “an exception be made 
to the general rule of the board 
that all prisoners should serve 
one-third of their sentence before 
being eligible for parole” on the 
ground that Carter was suffering 
from diabetes and further con- 
finement would be injurious to 
his health. 

The chief medical officer at the 
Tattnall state prison, commented 
Everett, reported to the board that 
treatment is provided for diabetics 
and would be given Carter at an 
early date. For this reason, the 
chairman added, the board does 
not believe that Carter’s health 
will be injured by further con- 
finement. ; 

Carter, who was vice president 
and general manager of an adver- 
tising concern and who also was 
connected with the Office of De- 
fense Transportation as an ex- 
aminer, told the board in his ap- 
peal that he already had “suf- 
fered untold agony, embarrass- 
ment, humiliation. and punish- 
ment.” 

He declared he had resorted to 
forgery after becoming heavily 
burdened with debts.
